DES MOINES, la., July 30.—The Re- 


publican state central committee mot 
this morningJto arrange the preliminar- 
ies for the state convention which will 
be held here Wednesday. The counties 
in the state arc entitled to 1,640 dele- 
gates. About 200 seats are contested. 
It was expected thnt the committee 
would take up the contests this morn- 
ing, but they decided to defer considera- 
tion until this afternoon. The control 
of the temporary organization will de- 
pend upon the action of the state com- 
mittee regarding these contests. 


PERKINS MEN CONTEST. 


Gov. Cummins who is a candidate for 


renomination, claims to have a major- 
"ity of the delegates. 
The adherents of 


George D. Perkins, who is also a candi- 
date for governor, maintains that there, 
were irregularities in quite a number of 
the County conventions, and have con- 
tested and protested the delegations se- 
lected by the majority in such conven- 
tions. If the state central committee 
decides to take up the matter of contest- 
ed seats and to prepare a preliminary 
roll of delegates for the convention to 
take part in the temporary organization, 
it is asserteil.bj;.friends of Mr. Perkins 
that they will control the preliminary 
organization. 


The friends of Gov. Cummins, insist- 


ing that they have the majority,- intend, 
it is said, to assert their rights and to 
take charge 
of the convention them- 


selves.

Mrs. Wm. Thaw, mother of Harry TL 
Thaw, had suffered a. nervous break down 
as a result of her son's refusal to be 
guided by her advice in arranging for 
his defense, was set at rest today, when 
Mr*. Thaw went to the prison to see 
her son. She appeared to be in better 
health than at any time since her re- 
turn from Europe. The prisoner's wife 
and his attorney also called upon him 
today. 


While Mrs. Thn.w was still in confer- 


ence with her son, Mrs. Harry K. Thaw 
came hurrying to the warden's office 
from Thaw'a cell.

twcen the adherents of John Alexander 
Bowie and Wilbun Glenn Voliva over 
the property at Zion City.. 


The court holds that Zion City and 


its industries do not belong to Dowie— 
that while the contributors of the funds 
did not express a formal declaration o; 
trust, a trust was created, and Dowie 
had TIO right to treat the property as 
his own. The court refused to appoint 
Alexander Granger receiver for the rea- 
son that Granger made a vow recogniz- 
ing Dowie as a ''messenger of the cove- 
nant, the prophet foretold by Moses, and 
Elijah tlie restorer," to which vow "all 
family ties and obligations and all rela- 
tions to human governments thall be 
held subordinate." The court said he 
was not obliged to repose confidence in 
a mnn so constituted that, living in this 
republic, lie would serenely vow his read- 
iness «t all times to abandon his family 
and betray his country. 


The court ordered nn election on the 


third Tuesday of September of a gener- 
al overseer, all members of the church 
residing in Zion City, male and female, 
to have one vote. He announced that 
suitable provision would be miide for 
Dowie 
on acciunt of his services 
as 


trustee. Following is a text of the de 
cision: 


It appears thnt Dowie, a native of 


Scotland, where he had received ji theo- 
logical education, came from Australia 
to the Pacific coast in 1S88, and remain- 
ed there a number of years engaged in 
church work; from there he cumc to Chi- 
cago, and, in 1809, undertook the Ziuu 
City enterprise in execution of a scheme 
'conceived by him many years before; 
that he purchased a vast trnct of land, u 
part of which wns sub-divided and laid 
out in park and residence property, pro- 
vision being made for 
manufacturing 


sites; that the grnntecs of building lots 
erected houses accommodating 0,000 or 
S,000 
people; that Dowie constructed 


sciiool houses and college buildings at a 
cost of several hundred thousand dollars 
and a tabernacle seating 7,000 people, 
and that a lace factory, soup works, and 
other industrial enterprises were estab- 
lished to give employment to the inhnb-. 
itants of Zion City, who were practically 
all, members of the olu-.rch. The financ- 
ing of this scheme was accomplished, in 
part, by moneys received from purchas- 
ers of lots under eleven hundred year 
louses, but a large part of the capital 
was money contributed to Dowie by per- 
sons outside of Zion City. 


Dowie's testimony respecting the or- 


igin of the property and his relation to 
it is then quoted as follows: 


HOW DOWIE GOT MONEY. 


I acquired this property by tlie gener- 


osity of good people throughout tho 
world; I have looked upon the estate sa \ ] 


fluenee upomthe-spiritual welfare of,men. 
and?Tvpmen-whp thereupon give -him. of 
their -lands and goods, surely the motive 
of such gift ought not long to remain 
a matter of doubt in.the^minds of ration- 
al men; -T^ie'fact-that such, contributions 
came to, him in the form pj-checks and 
currency through the maif arid'expresi, 
the contributor omitting to require .the 
execution 
of a, formal declaration of 


trust,, does not tend to'divest the. trans- 
actions of the real character. It is just 
as if the contributor, sitting-in a church 
pew, had placed the funds on the collec- 
tion plate passed to him by.a deacon. 
Surely, in such case, the court would not. 
decree that the pa'rson might put the 
money in his pocket on the alleged score 
of no agreement to the contrary, merely 
because the contributor had failed to 
arise in his place and exact a pledge of 
trusteeship from the pulpit.

DOWIE'S C'kAIM RIDICULED,

It would be difficult to conceive' pf. 


anything more inherently inconsistent 
than Dowie's claim of private ownership 
and his admission of trust obligation for 
the; spiritual welfare1 of generations un- 
born. He says it is his own property 
and yet he considers that because of the 
way "he got it, he is absolutely bound to 
turn it over to liis successor in perpetu- 
ity for the church, iiow if he is to have 
a successor that necessarily implies his 
own representative capacity for the indl 
vidual man can have no successor. And 
if he is to pass it on to his successor, 
how can lie be at liberty to dispose of it 
otherwise in his lifetime? If, during his 
life time, he came to divide it up among 
his followers, or part with it to some 
other use as he may if it were his private 
fortune, his admitted obligation to fu- 
ture generations would, by his own net, 
be thus made impossible of fulfillment.

To revive patent leather first rub with

milk and polish with a dry, soft duster. 
Cream and linseed oil in equal parts are 
a good polish for patent-leather boots. 


To clean furs rub ermine and nnnerva 


with a soft piece of white flannel dip- 
ped in flour. Rub against the grain and 
continue rubbing till the fur is clean. 
Shake out and then rub off the remain- 
ing flour with a clean flannel. Sable, 
squirrel, etc., are cleaned 
by 
rubbing 


with warm bran, and are then shaken 
and rubbed to free the fur of bran. It 
is best to lay articles to be cleaned on 
a flat board Or table and to remove 
linings and stuffings if possible. 


Egg shells should be saved and Used 


for cleaning bottles and cruets. 
Store 


them in a box and when you want .to 
use them crush the shells very finely, 
partly fill the bottles with them, pour 
hot soapaunds over them and then bhuke 
the bottles well.

They do not, 
however cover'the subject of interstate 
transportation of meat or the microscop- 
ic inspection Of pork for export. 
Regu- 


lations on these subjects, it was stated 
will be issued later. The regulations is- 
sued today are 
stringent 
throughout 


and are in line with the best authorities 
of the subjects of sanitation, preserva- 
tives, dyes, chemicals and condemnation- 
of diseased carcasses. The general reg- 
ulations provide that the Bcopc of the 
inspection shall cover all slaughtering, 
packing, meat canning, salting, rendering 
or similar establishments, whose meats 
or meat food products, in whole or in 
part, enter' into interstate or foreign 
commerce, unless exempted from iu*pi.c- 
tion. by the secretary 
of .agriculture. 


Under the law, the only establishments 
which may be exempted by the secretary 
arc retail butchers and retail dealers, 
supplying their customers in interstate 
or foreign trade, but even these exempt- 
ed classes* arc required to submit to the 
secretary an application for exemption. 


All animals, carcasses and meat food 


products will be subjected to a rigid in- 
spection. 
Ke-inspectiou will be 
had 


wherever necessary. 


BUILDINGS MUST BE CLEAN. 


The sanitation regulations require the 


establishments in which animals 
are 


slaughtered or meats and meat food pro- 
ducts are prepared, cured, packed, stored 
or handled to be suitably lighted and 
ventilated asd,to be maintained in a 
sanitary condition. All work ill such es- 
tablishments must be performed in a 
cleanly and sanitary manner. All por- 
tions of the buildings must be white- 
washed or painted, or, where this is im- 
practicable, they inust be washed, scrap- 
ed, or otherwise rendered sanitary; old 
floors and old equipment which cannot be 
made sanitary, must be removed and re- 
placed by suitable materials. All trucks, 
trays, chutes, platforms, racks, tables, 
knives, saws, cleavers, and all .utensils 
and machinery used in handling meats 
must be thoroughly cleaned daily. 


Kmplovcs of the establishments must 


wear outer clothing of a material that is 
easily cleaned and made sanitary, and 
all toilet rooms, urinate and dressing- 
rooms are required, to be entirely sep- 
arate from apartments in wliich car- 
casses are dressed, or meats and meat 
food products are prepared. 


WORKMEN MUST BE HEALTHY. 
Managers oi establishments will not 


be" permitted to employ any person af- 
fected with tuberculosis in any of the de- 
partments where carcasses are dressed, 
meats bandied, or meat fooO. products 
prepared. .Butchers who dress diseased 
carcasses arc required to cleanse and 
disinfect their hands and implements be- 
fore 
touching healthy carcasses. Em- 


ployes who arc unclean and careless of 
person will not be allowed to handle 
meals. 
- 
, 
Weekly report; on sanitation arc to 


be made" by the employes in charge of 
various departments to the inspector in 
charge of the station who in turn must 
report weekly to the chief of the bureau 
of anima! industry at Washington, but 
if 
any unsanitary 
conditions are de- 


tected'by any department, employe, such 
conditions must be reported immediately 
to the .inspector in charge, who will ro- 
pnrt to Washington. 


The provision relating to dies, chem- 


icals, and preservatives is stringent. No 
ment or meat, food product for interstate 
commerce shall contain any 
sulwlnnce 


which lessens its wholesome-ness nor any 
drug, .chemical or dye, unless specifically 
provided for by n- federal statute or any 
preservative other than 
common salt,

In the second year a detailed study is 


to be made of dietaries. Then ideal die- 
taries arc to be made for the infant, 
child, high school pupil, adult, day lab- 
orer, sedenary person and invalid. The 
problem of feeding a family of five. i§ 
reserved for the last bo.U of the course. 
The pupils will -not only be taught how 
to feed a family of this size with an in- 
come of $5 a week, but they will be 
told how to apportion the family income, 
should it be greater than $5 a week, 
which is the amount which will be ustd 
for the more detailed study. The last 
semester of the course will be given up 
wholly to the- study of home sanitation.

STATE AID IN BUILDING ROADS 


How Thin Flan Work! In Ohl»—Wisconsin 


Should Follow Salt, 


In all states where- they -are.«getting 


good systems of permanent highways 
they .ha.ve abandoned: the time honored 
policy of letting .each' district. Jjuild--its 
own roads and have adopted.;the policy. 
of state aid and state supervision. Un- 
der this system the rural' districts pay 
only a portion of the cost, for the city 
property and the railroads are taxed 
to pay'a share, and the state's trained 
engineers plan and oversee the construc- 
tion, thus insuring a .well built road. . 


The states surrounding Wisconsin have 


without exception adopted the- policy of 
state aid for\ highway construction and 
it is to be hoped that our own state will 
fall.in line soon. The policy of state aid 
as always worded in the'laws, does not 
compel any town to start in to build 
expensive roads. 
It only means that 


when a town wishes to build permanent 
roads it will find the county and state 
each willing to pay a part of the cost. 


By putting a pf.rt of the road tax in- 


-to permanent roads each year and build- 
ing a small stretch according to a 'def-' 
inite plan, a town can in a few years 
have a network of fine . roads. Many 
towns in other states have already done 
this. As an example of how the plan 
works in Ohio take the town of Deer- 
field which is one of'sixteen towns in 
Ross County and about.the average in 
value. The value of city -and 
village 


property in 'the. county is about half 
that of farm'property, so that the farm 
property pays two-thirds of the county 
taxes. In the state the city and vil- 
lage property exceeds the farm property 
in value by about'25'per cent so the state 
income is derived chiefly from cities and 
corporation taxes. Now if the town of 
Deerfield wants to build a stretch of 
road costing $1,000 the state pays $250, 
the county $500 and the ' town itself 
$250. Of the 500 which the county pays, 
..about $20 is levied back on Deerfield, 
170 on the seven villages and one city 
and ,$310 on the other fifeeen'towns., an 
average of 20 apiece. The county tax is 
'.Ihiis distributed so that it is. a 
very 


slight burden indeed. Of the 
State's 


slvare, $250, about 1-100 of cue per cent, 
is levied back on Deerfield, most of, the 
state's share being paid. by. taxes., on 
city and corporation property. 


In this way Deerfield pays about $270 


for each $1,000 spent 
on permanent 


roads, and the remainder is distributed 
BO that the burden of tax is too small to 
be noticed. The railroads and cities are 
glad' to i»sist in this as it is of great 
aid to their business. 


In connection with a study of road 


conditions in. our own state the State 
Geological Survey is looking into the 
methods. of building country roads in 
other states. It is glad to assist inter- 
ested persons to .learn more about the 
'way other state's are assisting to build 
roads.

Reckless "stunip!'. ivcrc 
observed by passengers. Hen boarded 
and left the curs when in motion. A few 
of' them fell and sustained bruises' and 


;then abused the conductor or motorraan 
•because he did not .slop, when the fact 
is no signal was pivcn. In years gone 
iby'"mnny sad nnd deplorable accidents 
•have occurred and it is a wonder'there 
are not more. 


Last year nnd up to the present time 


this year, there were 225 persons killed 
or injured in Chicago. The coroner of 
that city has mnde a report to the au- 
thorities and a movement i* on foot to 
relieve the crowded condition of the cnrs, 
to compel tiic street railway company 
not to carry only a certain number of 
passengers and give all a. seat, for the 
record shows that a good per cent of 
the accidents were due to people being 
crowded or pushed off the cars.
